During his more than three decades of public service at EPA, David has been at 
the forefront of the Agency’s efforts to continuously find financial efficiencies and 
enhance accountability while working closely with the Office of Management and 
Budget, Congressional staff, and EPA’s state, local, and tribal partners. 

David received a Bachelor’s degree in Business Administration from the University 
of Florida and a Master’s Degree in Business Administration from The George 
Washington University. He was a recipient of the Presidential Rank Meritorious
